Now if a man ſhould fa 
that 1acob was buried in Sychem, he reieterth Moſes, 8 
the authoritic of God. Or it he ſay that Abraham bought

Athird Hebrew matter com» 
meth, hard even for Ebrewes, and often noted by the ho- 
ly Ghoſt among the 948.margent notes, vpon moſt exact 
text wordes, but worthy of notes*: As Hands, for the 
handes: barre, for the barres : Sonne, tor the ſonnes, So, 
grave, Att.7.for, The graves : The ſingular being put ge- 
rally for the plurall. Theſe things being conſidered, Saint 
Stephen will clearc him ſelfe roall learned Iewes admirati- 
on. For,thus the Greek, Hebraizing, meant: 1acob deſcen- 
ded into Zeypt, he, and our Fathers which were canied to 
Sichem. And they were put in Graue: that which C46ra- 
hambought for price of money : AND that from Emor 
the Sichemite. Any acquainted with the ,Ebrew ſtyle 
would thus vaderſtand Saint Lukes Greeke.

bf fix old Teſt. in Ebrew hath in the margent words of 
warning for others in the text $48 times, yer alwaycs 
the text word is exact, and the margent warneth of ſome 
matter profitable for the depth of Ebrew 1 kill, or helpeth 
in adoubtfull phraic: or tclleth of the like el{where vicd 
with ſome little difference: or in propre names which mE 
eaue vnhit, Jayth a fitter to be read: or for brood ſpeeches 
readeth ciuiller. And both the text is exact, and the mar- 
gent profitable. But the margent readings are omitted in 


many copies : And none without great blame alterthe 


text. Amongeſt Ebrewes David Kimchi was found rafh 
herein inhis preface to the booke of 7oſuah. But hee was 
ſharply taken vp by others: yea and he calleth backec him- 
ſelfe in particulars. Kimchi ſaid: that the Bible was corru- 
ted in Babylon,and the margent was a corretion. That 
is opinion is ſhewed tobe moſt fooliſh and deadly a- 
gainſt Gods word, by Elas Levita pref ad Maſſorita-Biblia: 
and it might daſh all authoritie of ſcripture. Alſo Barbznel 
the moſt curious that cuer, I trow, handled. the tongue, 
though nor the foundelt? yer herein he ſoundly confu- 
teeth Kimchi in his preface to Feektel. Yetalearned man of 
Cambridge, M. Edw. Lively, maketh the margent the right 
reading,tor Dar. yg. penned after Babel! fell: and by Daniel 
full of wealth,andable to keepe his owne books. __ 
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handling of Religion, 
his dealing is extreemely dangerous to the authoritie of 
Scripture. For if in fiftic two ycares in Babel after the 
Temples fall, Moſes and the Prophetes had fo many cor. ' 
ruptions in longer time mote would grow. The learned 
man dealt here not learnedly. A protcſſour of Ebrew 30. 
yeares might haue ſhewed that the text was ſtill moſt cx-1 
act: and in many places far the more curious Ebrew: and 
he ſhould not weaken the glory of Gods providence, 
whoſe watchfulncs hath preſerved every letter of allthe 
holy Hebrew that his Prophetes wrot forthe vie of all a- 
ges. Many booke-prophetes wrote for the vie of Ifraell, 
while their tongue, families and townes ſtood : which at- 
terwardes would not profit, when Iſracll periſhed : and 
heathen ſhould be vexed in ſearching ſtories not plain. 
Thoſe bookes the laſt Prophetes extinguiſhed , and 
made vp an abſolute pithie ſtorie fit for all ages. And fo 
much we muſt defend to every letter . Ecclefiaſticall au- 
thoritie ina certen libell commendeth M. Z:ivehkes booke. 
Biſhops that know Ebrew will notaſſent, nor any. who 
vie adviſement. Authoritie ſhould make. Ziveh recant. 
This blamer knoweth that he hath read thriſe mo Ebrew 
auctours then he,and will detend each of the 848. words 
blamed by M. Lively. And a worketitled 'Tiphereth Iſrael, 
would haue told M. Lively more the he knoweth for this 
matter, and much more, to ſpeak better of the holy text. 
Andthe right reverend fathers ſhould write of the Bibles 
pureneſle firſt, how the text is ſound, before they diſpute 
of further matter. Allthinges muſt be done in orderit 
the Church of God. And ifmen regard money notlear- 


ning, Gods face willbe vpon them. 
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Eroboam the firſt,bade Iſracll worſhi pcaluesat Danand 
Bethel: ypon his word they did ſo. That Hoſee touched

monly tor Heathen capacitic: where Iewes ſtoxies would 
be hard forthem So they entitle the bookes of Samuel, 


The Kings. Becauſe Heathen would not ſoone perceaue ' 


how Core his ſonne ſhould haue ſucha title. So Heathen 
would not ſoone ſee how &ſee ſpake of leroboams charge :

Babel ſhould fall by Semin Cyrus and by lapheth in Darins, 
when Perſians and Medes tooke Babelf. And'amonegſt his 
owne people he reckoned the worldes age rothat time, 
moſt exactly and plainly, yeares 3470, And then his An- 
pell celleth Daxe for Darms and Cyrus, and all nations, of 
the kingdome of Salvation: and nameth rhe redemerthe 
moſt bidly: Meſſias the Governer: Meffas that ſhall con- 
firme the covcnaunt with many: and telleth of his king- 
dome, how it ſhalbe in ſufferings. 1«dahb ſaw the fall of Sx- 
lomons kingdome,their hope: and the fall of Babe/the glo. 
ric of nations. and now firſt experience mighr teach that 
the kingdomes of this world ynder the fun, had-nothing 
but vexation of ſpirit. Atthattime it was fitto tell all the 
world of the kingdome of heauen : when Iewes & Gen- 
tiles ſaw all the carth curſed , The Tewes kingdome had 
fallen: and they were told they ſhould never haue an 
earthly kingdome more : and Hethen kingdomes were 
| ſhewed to be as ſavage beaftes coaming out of the great 
ſea toſſed with many windes. So inthat opportunitic an 
 Angel,called Gabriel,the mighty man of God,whomDa- 
nil had ſcene before, cometh in the Evening to Dane! 
praying for a return home, for his'peopleto reſtore their 
religion: and telleth him that his prayer was heard, that 
Teraſalem ſhalbe reſtored, as Eſaie forerol4 Cyrus ſhould 


doit, that mount S/0# ſhould haue ſacrifices ſeaven _—_

the ſpace of ſeaventy yeares captivity, that is, 490. yeres. 
But exactly then the Son of God would conſecrate him 
ſelte to cnd Moſes and to bring in an Etcrnall redempti- 
on: and as he had Oxen and ſheepe in facrifices for his 
body, and theur blood for the blood of his covenant: hee 
would confirmea covenaunt for all nations. As the Go- 
ſpell recordeth what he hath done, leaving bread for his 
body in ſcale of covenaunt, and wine for the new teſta- 
ment by his covenant: So at his death he ſhould endMo- 


ſes Lawes,and all Leviticall funRion : that no Moſaicall 


ſacrifice ſhould afterwardes be lefull. And the time of all 
this mattcris clcarcly and ſtrictly ſer downe: that Cyrus & 
Darius knew when the ſonne of God would worke r&- 
demption: in which hope 49000. Icwes leauc Babel for 
Teruſalem, and ſo many of 1ſraelas had hope ot Salvation, 
thought of 7erſalem in all countreys where ey were 
ſcattered. Alſo the Sonne of God is called by Gabriel, as 
was ſaid, Meſſhas: in ſuch Ebrew as it muſt ncedes be a 
propre name: which it is not againe in-all the old teſta- 
ment : and Saint ob» for Mcſſias cha. 1.and 4. forceth vs 
tolooke vnto the Angells ſpcach : and ſtill the name of 
CHRIST through the new Teſtament: in ſo much that 
trodenyMESS1 AShere tomeane Our Lord and Sa- 
viour, that is nothing cls but to deny all the New Teſta, 

Belides,for certainty of all: God relleth that by the tenth 
part of this time exactly, from the leaue ro returne, Jeru- 


| ſalem(halbe walled , but not without much adoe : fo for. 


ty nine yeresare ſet alone, with the ſtories of 4900. thou- 
ſand lIewes interlaced,leaſt Heathen lyes ſhould breakthe 
rructh ofthe Chronicle. When God had given Cyres all 
the kingdomes of the carth, then he maketh a decree to 
build the Temple: and to giuea ſubſidic throw 120. na-

tions, to helpe the Iewes home. Long watres had Cyras 
afore he became ſo great. Eſay did name him by his name, 
and foretold of his vitories. And Heathen doe record 
them: and Lucian recordeth, that Cyrss liued roo. yeares : 
and Xenephon,that he very yong began warre: ſo his glory 
might well by Greekes begin where ſcripture placeth the 
Chaldeax: to whom Heathen Greekes giue no ſuperioritie' 
over the Perſians, After Cyrus tooke Babel, hereigned three 
yeares : when Daniel faſted becauſe the building of the 
Temple was hindred by letters written to CArtaxata na- 
med in Ezra 4.and called Prince of Per/ia,Dan. 10. And 
ſoone Cyrus might dye. Otherwiſe Daxielwould ſtirr him 
to further his own decree:and Herodot bringeth his death 
neare Babels fall, by Scythian Thamar. Artaxata or Cambyſes 
had reigned {o long with his father, that he had put to 
death all the chief Nobility:By £Zucian citing Perſique wri- 
ters: and after his hinderance of the Temple, Chriſt with 
his -yes,like a flame of fire, Dan. i o. would rewarde him 
according to his workes : being Can-byſhes, a Prince of 
ſhame: and Herodot ſheweth his badnes and quick death 
after his ſole governement. And as counlcllers prevayled 
al his dayes to hinder the Temple, which counſels hardly 
could belong vniforme, that record in Ezra 4. argueth, 
that he reigned not long ſole Emperour:thoughHeathen 
in Clemens give him 19.yeares, which might be almoſt all 
vnder his Father, Next cometh the King which maricd. 
Atoſſa Heiter famous in Hellanicus for inventing Epiſtles, as 
he thought. Mardochai telleth of her Letters through 127. 
Provinces for the Tewes ſafery!: And of them Hellanicns 
might ſpeake. He#er was maried to him in his ſeaventh 
yeare. So her ſonne Darius Artaxafia mentioned Ezra #; 
wer,r4.might be ſix yearcs old in his fathers twelfth,men- 
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tioned by Mardochai then aQtiue, though he were caried 
to Babel with King lechonias, This King Efers huſband: 
is called Darins in Herodot, and Cteſias: and he liued by 
Cteſta; 43 yeres, and by Herodotus he was 20. when Cyrus 
went to Scythia,vpon the taking of Babel: and dreamed of 
his Empire. So it Cambyſes called Artaxata by his Imperi- 
all name, reigned after Babels fall ;. yeares. Darins had 16. 
who by his Lmperiall name is Oxyares, Aſſuerus or Xcrx. 
Two lonnes he left, who gently ſtrove for the Empire, 
while neither ſought todeteate the other, as In#inerecor- 
deth: and Herodot recordeth that4hoſſaes lonne borne at- 
ter thefather was Emperour, prevailed. The wiſedome 
of Mardochai and Nehemias and Efer, might cauſe that 
t nan jy : Secing HMardochai was a chict in the king- 
ome. And ſomwhatthe yong yeares of Atoſſaes lonne : 
ten at his fathers death. So the other brother hath his fa- 
thers Imperiall name Xerx, E#.ro. by the leruſalem copy 
in the Maſſoreth. This Xers (1x yeares prepared warre for 
_ Grecia,in his brothers minority. When he was in Grecia, 
then was Atoſſaes ſonne 16. and might well licence the 
building of the Temple : and take the other Imperiall 
name 4rtaxai/a, being king of Afſur, or Babel: betore he 
' was ſole Emperour, and mention prayer for the Kinges 
ſonnes: and acknowledge Gods wrath in the overthrow 
of Xerx, for hindering the Temple. And the ſtyle of Ae- 
_ geiſheweth that he exhorted the returned whereof ſome 
had ſcene Salomons Temple, to build before the King gaue 
lJcaue: otherwiſe exhortation were cold. And ſecing He. 
fer was of Beviamin,in whoſe tribe the Temple was builr, 
Semsſonne by Elam and 4rphaxad was fit to be the buil- 
der. And God proſpered him and his ſonne, and his 
grandchild. No other would o favour 14d : In his ar

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ſacrifice, & with menacies vporithe hinderers: inhis' 
it is buile: In his feaventh he ſchdeth Eerato ſet forward 
lawes, with great giftes from the Per ſcan worthies : being 
taught withthe King the rcligion of God.

Then began the Lace- 
demonians \uperioritic over Grecia. Lenttra field ended La- 
ced mons (uperioritie. Strabo notcth that plainly. Then E- 
paminoadas the famons Theban,brought vp with Philip Ma- 


\ &caon,and cquall in ycates, wan the field, yong and vama- 


ried about 27.ycares old. And atthe ſame time did Philip 
Macedone reigne, For he reigned at 27 yeares. So the Lace- 
demontans loſle of governement being knowen how long 
it continucd,tclleth how to lettle the time of Leuitra field. 
Now !ſocrates in his epiſtle to K. Philp,ſayth : The Lacede. 
90114n; ruled but tenne yeares ouer Grecta - that 15, after 
Lyſander vnwalled athens. Theretore tenne yeares thence 
reacheth to Philip Macedones reigne. So Suidas for Euripides 
lite, ts ſtrengthened by men of that age : in plain wordes. 

Many protcs herein | ſhewed of old: which I neede not 
now to repeat. Philip Macedon reigned 20, ycares by CAthe- 
news: and Alexander his ſonne, fix before his Monarchie. So 
by Greekes yearcs trom Alexan.the great vnto Xerxes warte: 
and his brothers reigne at home, arc not mo the 100, And 
the time thence to Cyrus, by moſt ſtrong proofes of ſcrip- 
ture, and by all the millions of the Iewcs over the carth, 
which all tolow the Thabmud, yearcs are not abouc 30. 
And even by the perpetuall conſent of Grecians skiltully 
read, the ſame 1s proved. So the Perſians overrule 1ada, but 
130 yearcs: and M1 .Liwely ſhould better haue marked firſt 
the authoritie, next the meaning of Greeke authours for 
antiquities. The Meats in Agarhias haue after the fall of AF 


ſer, 300.yeare dominion. Thatis by Scripture tructh, not 


one day. For Nabnucodrcſor overthrew Aſſur : not the Me. 
des. And King Maraſſes was caried to Babel, by the com-

Darius Hritaſprs 
hath in Herod 36. for bare ſixtenc in truth. and in Cteſas 3 1 
from eweluc yeares of age: fo from cight he might haue * 
abour 36. For vnder the mighty Perſzanes many Kinges & 
their ſonnes Princes lived at once. And the Greekes could 
tind no certenty of them: not ſo much as for their names, 
<Acſchylus in his Perſis, where he vttercd all that Greca 
knew,ſheweth that: ſpeaking of times late: and differing 
much from later writers.So Mast. Lively might haue ſpared 
vcxing of all the Bible : citing auncientes reieted moſt © 
ſtrongly by both teſtamentes , true old Greckes,, and-all 
Churches now. And Learned Chriſtians ſhould bend to 
finde a concenr, nota diſſent in holy ſcriptures : to ſhew 
light,nor lighrnes: order, and not diforder :. joyance, not 
anoyance i right paſſing rumors, notmight of conceited 
humors,about matters of ſalvation.

Peer 
yeres : but are now infinitely maymed : with patches fr6 
uAquilas , Simmachus, T heodotion , and two others whom 
K 0rigene did ſet togeather with the Ebrewe double : inE- 
brew letter, and in Greek letters but Ebrew wordes. This 
eightfolde worke was called Ofaplan, and from ſund 
tranflations the Lxx. which now we haue, is corrupted. 
A freend of myne bought at Alexandria in Egypt for me 
a Lxx. writen in Dzocletians time and the Arabique Bible 
thriſeover. But left all with our Engliſhproconſull, who 
turned Turke,ſeeing diſagrement in our Bibles triſlation, 
and ſoone deſcended to Hell, and Turkes his executours
